A Courts And A Highways 
Proposa! Deserve Your Vote 


Two little-discussed propositions be­ 
fore you on the Nov. 8 ballot deserve 
your support. 


PROPOSITION 13 sets up a new pro­ 
cedure so that legal cases which start 
in either a municipal court or a justice 
court m ay be appealed to the district 
court of appeals. 


To the layman this seems strange. 
Most of us thought all along that an ap­ 
peal court was the place to which ap­ 
peals w ere taken. But up until now. only 
superior court cases and those referred 
to the appellate court by the supreme 
court, could be heard there. 


This is what happens. When a lower 


c o u rt ease was appealed, it went to the 
superior court. The superior court deci­ 
sion was final. But a peculiar thing re­ 
sulted. Because there is no connection 
between the superior courts of the 58 
counties in California, it would be poss­ 
ible to have 58 different legal interpre­ 
tations of the same law—and no way to 
find out which interpretation was right. 
There has been considerable confusion.

Teaming Up Of State Employees, 


Legislature Leaves Out Public 


SACRAMENTO 
(C N S ) — 
Quite a fewr members of the 
California 
State 
Employees 
Association are slightly dis­ 
turbed, to put it mildly, over 
a letter sent Oct. 24 bv offi­ 
cers of the association urging 
them to vote for. and get their 
friends to vote for, Prop. 5 on 
the Nov. 8 ballot. 


Prop. 5 is the increase in 
salary for state legislators, 
giving the solons $750 per 
month instead of $500 per 
month straight salary. 
The $750 per month for 
the 120 legislators, w’hich is a 
taxpayer expense amounting 
to $1.080.000 annually, plus 
expenses, represents a 50 per 
cent increase in salary for the 
legislators. 


THIS IS PRIMARILY the 
thing that riles the state em ­ 
ployees. They, in effect, are 
having the ‘‘bee’' put on them 
by their own association to 
get this increase while they 
themselves had to be satisfied 
generally with a five per cent 
increase in salary last year. 
And the average state em­ 
ployee salary is away below’ 
$750 per month! 
The 
association 
letter 
is 
fairly specific in its content. 
It says if Prop. 5 fails to pass 
in the Sacramento area, and 
particularly in those precincts 
having large state employee 
registrations, ‘‘members of the 
legislature will say. as they 
have to our legislative repre­ 
sentatives in the past, ‘state 
employees are against us!’ ”

S A C R A M ENTO (C N S1 — 
Quite a. few members of the 
California State Employees 
Association are slightly dis­ 
turbed, to put it mildly, over 
a letter sent Oct. 24 by offi­ 
cers of the association urging 
them to vote for. and get their 
friends to vote for, Prop. 5 on 
the Nov. 8 ballot. 
Prop. 5 is the increase in 
salary for state legislators, 
giving the solons $750 per 
month instead of $500 per 
month straight salary. 
The $750 per month for 
the 120 legislators, which is a 
t a. x paye r e x pen se am, ount i ng 
to $1,080,000 annually, plus 
expenses, represents a 50 per 
cent increase in salary for the 
legislators. 
THIS IS PRIMARILY the 
thing that riles the state em­ 
ployees. They, in effect, are 
having the “bee” put on them 
by their own association to 
get this increase while they 
themselves had to be satisfied 
generally with a five per cent 
increase in salary last year. 
And the average state em­ 
ployee salary is away below 
$750 per month! 
The association letter is 
fairly specific in its content, 
it says if Prop. 5 fails to pass 
in the Sacramento area, and 
particularly in those precincts 
having large state employee 
registrations, “members of the 
legislature will say. as they 
have to our legislative repre­ 
sentatives in the past, ‘state 
employees are against us!* ” 
THE LETTERS POINT out 
the state employees have too 
much at stake to permit this 
to happen. It also pointed out

that in 1954, when, another 
increase was voted to legis­ 
lators., Sacramento County

That year a 
proposed increase was defeat­ 
ed in Sacramento Countv 83,- 
139 to 47.844. 
After this CSEA pitch, it 
will be interesting to see how 
the vote comes out in 1960. 
Aside from voting, the 
CSEA invites its members to 
join the political parade by 
writing at least 10 letters to 
friends, and more if possible,, 
for a “Yes on No. 5.” While 
this is entirely legal, many 
members of the association, 
feel that it. is poor taste. 
THE WHOLE procedure is 
a sample of what civil service 
is doing to government. In 
other words, the import of the 
letter is “you scratch my back 
and 1 11 scratch your back.” 
This type of operation is 
but little short of bribery, and 
distorts the entire picture of 
whether legislative salaries 
should be increased or not, 
and also, whether state em­ 
ployees are entitled to more 
money. 
M the state employees and. 
the legislators team up to­ 
gether, the question arises,, 
“what chance does the public 
have?”

THE HIGH PRICE OF AMBITION 
“Where a mbit ion ends happiness begins,”' 
runs an old Hungarian proverb.

WASHINGTON — It is in­ 
creasingly evident that liberal 
Republican senators are go­ 
ing to fare well in the elec- 
titons this fall. 
In almost every state 'where 
the Republican party has a 
pro g r ess I. ve se natural ca ltd i- 
date, 
here is how things 
st and: 
The Republican liberals, for 
example. Case of New Jersey, 
Cooper of Kentucky, Saltón- 
stall of Massachusetts, Mar­ 
garet Smith of Maine, are run­ 
ning ahead of their Demo­ 
cratic opponents. 
They are running ahead of 
their 
own national ticket, 
ahead of Nixon and Lodge. 
IF RICHARD NIXON is to 
carry any of these states, it 
will be because the liberal 
Republican senators will be 
attracting the extra votes. 
This development points up 
the vice president’s central, 
political difficulty. Nothing 
that has happened during the 
past eight years has appreci­ 
ably altered the public image 
of the Republican party as 
ultra - conservative, as the 
party largely of business and 
business interests. This may 
be an untrue and unfair 
image, but it remains. 
President Eisenhower was 
twice able to win decisively 
only because he established 
himself as a national leader 
above party. But during the 
Eisenhower years, despite the 
President’s great personal 
popula, rity. the D emocra t ic 
party steadily enlarged its 
hold on the electorate and the 
Republican party steadily lost 
ground. 
THI S IS NIXON'S most 
acute problem—how to win a 
presidential election as the 
candidate of the minority 
party, a p cty which has been 
in the minority almost con­ 
tinuously from 1930 to 1960. 
The political strength of the 
liberal Republican senators 
and their ability to help the 
national ticket in their states 
are evident in Sen Clifford 
Case's campaign, in New Jer­ 
sey. Me. .is. ninning visibly

Sen J 
if his Democratic op- 
Thorn I^trd. although 
in Kennedy is running 
visibly ahead of Nixon in the 
same state. 
Nixon may still carry New 
Jersey mainly because of Sen­ 
ator Case’s, .attract.ion of vot­ 
ers to the Republican si.de of 
the ballot,. 
It is an irony that some of 
the powerful conservative Re­ 
publicans in New Jersey, who 
fought Case’s renomination 
are now congratulating them­ 
selves—that their senatorial 
nominee can help the Nixon 
ticket. 
Some once bitter opponents 
of Case are now- remarking, in 
private conversation at least, 
on “how wonderful it is that 
Case has such high standing 
with so many groups of vot­ 
ers—Negroes. Jews, labor, in­ 
dependents. Democrats.” 
THIS IS THE GREAT politi­ 
cal lesson which many con­ 
servatives have not yet learn­ 
ed. The Republican party has 
made headway for the most 
part when they have put up 
candidates who act on their 
conservative 
principles to 
achieve humane goals. They 
have lost ground for the most 
part when they have put up 
men who use conservative 
principles as a means of do­ 
ing little or nothing.

Presbyterian Seminary Aide Sees 


U.S. Advantage In Electing Catholic 


A professor at San Francisco' 
Theological Seminary in San 
Anselmo took the puipit of the 
First Presbyterian Church in 
San Rafael yesterday to declare 
“there might be a positive ad­ 
vantage in electing a Roman 
: Catholic, w'hether now or later, 
whether a Democrat or a Re­ 
publican.” 
Dr. John R. Bodo, professor 
of practical theology at t h e ’ 
i seminary, was guest pastor yes-! 
terdav, 
Reformation 
Sunday.! 
He did not take sides in the 
present campaign, qualifying 
his statement with the “work­ 
ing hypothesis” that “all the 
qualifications of the candidates 
as well as other factors were 
absolutely equal.” 
Dr. Bodo stressed three sea­ 
sons for his statement: 
1. Catholics have shown “re- 
| markable adaptability to our 
| institutions and way of life.” j 
I This success is partly due to 
| “their own initiative, both per- 
■ sonal and corporate.” But it 
has been “hastened” by t h e 
assistant of “Americans anxi- 
! ous to secure single citizenship 


for all. regardless of religion.” 
The one remaining barrier is 
the presidency. “I sincerely be­ 
lieve that the election of a 
Catholic President would bring 
what used to be an ‘out group’ 
into complete public accept­ 
ance and political responsibil­ 
ity.” 
2. Prostestants have allowed 
“a number of important dis­ 
agreements” to confuse their 
thinking about the presidency. 
T h e fear of what a Catholic 
president might do “not only 
impeaches his personal integri­ 
ty, but also casts a subtle doubt 
on the soundness of our consti­ 
tution and political system.” It 
might be good for the Protes­ 
tants to get rid of this feature 
a n d battle the Catholics on 
issues where “our differences 
w i t h Catholic teaching and 
practice are substantive a n d 
significant.” 
3. The “Catholic issue” is a 
part of the struggle for “equal 
opportunities for a l l Ameri­ 
cans.”

Automotive experts from the 
firm that makes an anti-freeze 
(Prestone) said so in an analy­ 
sis of habits among the more 
than six million teen-age driv­ 
ers. 
The experts said the boy 
drivers see that oil is changed 
regularly, keep tires properly 
inflated and have the car win­ 
terized 
before

"Like their mothers, girls 
are inclined to think these me­ 
chanical details magically take 
care of themselves,” the auto­ 
motive authorities said.
